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New Constitution 


A proposed new constitution for the Associated Stu- 
dents of Sacramento State College was presented to the 
Student Counci) Monday. If approved by Council, the docu- 
ment will be submitted to the ASSSC members for ratifica- 


tion at the next general election. 
Student Council will hold an open meeting Monday to 


discuss the new constitution. 
According to Tom Willoughby, chairman of the con- 


stitutional revision committee, the proposed constitution 
ie a shortened form of the old document. The constitutioon 
now in use is 12 pages long while the proposed revision has 


been pared to six pages. 

Willoughby stated that the old constitution was far too 
specific and unwieldy. Such constitutions must be revised 
often he said. The facts bear him out here since the present 
constitution only went into effect last year. | 

The new constitution is more general, Willoughby con- 
tinued, and will last longer. 

Although most of the changes were made simply to cut 
out excess verbage and to eliminate many of the specific 
passages, several major revisions were made, 

The office of class council representative was elimin- 
ated. Instead, the presidents of the four classes will sit on 
the Student Council. Willoughby stated that this would 
provide a closer contact between Council and class gov- 
ernments. 

A preferential system of voting will be used in all 
Associated Students and class elections in which more than 
two candidates are running, if the constitution is approved. 
Under this svstem the voter will rate the candidates in 
order of his preference instead of just casting a vote for 
one candidate, 

Specific coordinators were not listed. The new consti- 
tution states, ‘The cabinet shall be composed of such coor- 
dinators as the president deems necessary to appoint.” 
Previously each job was Jisted and any additions or dele- 
tions required a constitutional amendment. 

Copies of the new constitution will be posted on bulle- 
tin boards. Interested students should look over the docu- 
ment. attend Monday's meeting to discuss it and then 
should vote in the ratification election, 


Trial By Jury 

Trial by jury, one of America’s traditional forms of 
justice, has been the topic of discussion in recent weeks. 

Professor Charles L. Newman of Florida State Uni- 
versity takes the view that trial by jury should he aban- 
doned because it is a vestigal remnant of a period long 
past. In an article in the Journal of Criminal Law, Crimin- 
ology and Police Science, Newman states that trial by jury 
started when the administration of justice was radically 
different from what it is today. 

Although many Americans will jump at this att tude, 
they will have to admit that jurors sometimes err anu per- 
mit their emotions and prejudices to mar a strict adherence 
to the rules of evidence. 

According to a recent editorial in the Sacramento Bee, 
abandoning the jury system because it makes mistakes 
would be as sensible as getting rid of all clergymen because 
one is occasionally guilty of conduct unbecoming his ca}l- 
ing. However, it is possible that a panel of impartial and 
Jearned judges might do a more accurate and comprehens- 
ive job of listening to evidence and deciding cases than an 
inexperienced and easily-influenced panel of jurors. 

On the other hand, the jury system has stood up to 
many tests. Hugo Black, associate justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, commented: “On many occasions 
jurors—plain people—have manfully stood up in defense 
of liberty against the importunities of justice and despite 
prevailing hyteria and prejudice.” 

The Bee, in the same editorial, states that any defects 
in the trial-by-jury system lie in the manner of selecting 
jurors and in the unwillingness of citizens to fuifill the 
civil duty of jury service.

Tonight boxing fans will see the Hornets in action for 
the first time, against the powerful Chico State Wildcats 
in the local gym. Coach Hank Elespuru and_ his genial 
assistant Poris Yankoff have put together a -creditable 
group of scrappers for the first year. The pioneer of the 
ring sport at SSC is tonight's referee, Al Figg, boxing in- 
structor at Rio Del Norte high school. Figg put on many 
prep boxing shows while ¢ aching at Grant Union high. 

Since this is the first home bout, a word of explana- 
tion is in order, Boxing has little in common with barroom 
brawls. or street fighting. Nor is it a close relation to the 
after school tangles most of us are familiar with. Boxing 
is a science and skill, requiring severe conditioning, train- 
ing, courage, expert coaching, will power, determination 
and just about all of the many virtues you can name. 

Although the term “pugilist” is often given to boxers, 
the usawe is technically incorrect. According to Gene Tun- 
ney, scientific boxing’s most modern day exponent, boxing 
is the art of attack and defense with the fists protected 
by padded gloves. As such it is a sport. 

Pugilism is more like the bloody quarrels we get into 
for monkeving with somebody else’s girl when she’s willing 
but he isn't. 

Boxing is the refined form of pugilism, just as football 
is a refined form of town ball, a free for-all in which each 
side tried to advance the ball by whatever means possible, 
Might was right as large teams of 40 to 100 were common. 
Town ball was so dangerous that the queen outlawed it. 
But instead of dying out the game of football is more popu- 
lar today than ever. 

The same thing happened to boxing. The art of self- 
defense dates back to ancient Greece where a metal glove 
called the caetus was used to inflict terrible wounds, Modern 
gloves reduce the effect of the blow. 

Prize fighting was outlawed in many states. Boxing 
was condemned by ministers, ladies aid societies and sim- 
ilar guardians of other people’s morals. 
overcame their condemnation. More people see boxing in 
one week now than did in a whole year three decades ago. 

Gentleman John Jackson, champion from 1795-1800, 
invented scientific boxing. John G. Chalmers and Lord 
Queensbury drew up the rules governing boxing today. 
These are usually known as the Marques of Queensbury 

Rules 

College boxing is divided into eight weight divisions. 
Fach division covers a range of about eight pounds, except 
heavyweight, which has no limit. Mismatches due to ex- 
treme size differences are thereby avoided. Weights range 
from bantamweights of 119 pounds or under, to light heavy- 
weight, under 178 pounds. 

The referee rules the ring. He breaks clinches, warns 
fighters against low blows, rules on knockdowns, and de- 
cides on technical knock outs. A TKO is declared when one 
boxer is dangerously overmatched, when one persists in 
fouling, or when continuing the fight might endanger a 
boxer’s health. 

There are usually three judges, instead of the two in 
professional bouts. The referee ordinarily does not vote in 
decision. The judges decide on the winner if there is no 
knock out, or TKO. There are three possibilities, unani- 
mous decision, split decision, or draw. 

Judges give each fighter points for clean punches, and 
good blocks. Points are subtracted for fouls. Kidney
